Boycott threat to Welshpool poppy day parade 


WELSHPOOL’s ex-servicemen 
are threatening to boycott next 
month’s Remembrance Day 
parade in protest against changes 
to the route. 

For the first time marchers 
will not be allowed to parade 
down Broad Street but will 
instead be asked to take a route 
up High Street, down Jehu Road 


and Brook Street on their way to 
St Mary’s Church on November 
13. 

The change to the route follows 
the introduction of the new one¬ 
way system but some former ser¬ 
vicemen claim the break with 
tradition is unnecessary and disre¬ 
spectful. 

Matthew Dear, formerly of the 


Royal Artillery, said: “There is no 
reason to change the traditional 
route and many of the ex-service¬ 
men I have spoken to will refuse to 
march as a way of protest at hav¬ 
ing to use back streets. It is disre¬ 
spectful. 

“It’s a proud day for the veter¬ 
ans and as we will be allowed to 
march up Broad Street on the way 


back from the service it just does¬ 
n’t make sense.” 

The veterans were expected to 
voice their concerns at a meeting 
of Welshpool Town Council last 
night, Wednesday. 

Town Clerk Robert Robinson 
said: “The Town Council has no 
control over the decision. The 
Welsh Assembly Government will 


not close a one-way system for a 
parade and we can not walk 
against the traffic. 

“I am ultimately responsible for 
all health and safety issues which 
have to be considered. 

“Walking this route worked per¬ 
fectly well for the Mayor’s parade 
and I see no reason why it will not 
work again.” 


DELIGHT AS SPORT 
CLUBHOUSE OPENS

A FIVE-YEAR £500,000 project to trans¬ 
form a derelict canalside workshed into a 
new sports clubhouse will come to a con¬ 
clusion tomorrow, Friday, with its open¬ 
ing. 

Shropshire Paddlesport’s new clubhouse next to the 
Montgomery Canal at Queens Head near Oswestry will 
be unveiled at an open day tomorrow. 

Members of the group launched the building project 
five years ago and say they are delighted that the new 
clubhouse, complete with changing rooms, storage 
space for canoes and kayaks and a meeting room, will 
soon be open. 

Mike Seager from the group said the funding came 
from a grant from Sport England with additional sup¬ 
port from Shropshire Council. 

He said it has been a long battle to get the project suc¬ 
cessfully concluded. 

He said: “We formed 10 years ago and we hired the 
shed from a local farmer as a temporary clubhouse. 

“The opportunity came to actually buy the shed, a 
former bargehouse, and we applied for funding. 

“None of it was easy but we eventually secured all the 
funding about three years ago and the building work 
got under way. 

“We are really excited about the new clubhouse. It 
will give us a permanent home and give us everything 
we need. 

“It has storage space for our boats and it has a meet¬ 
ing room for members. 

“ There are toilets and changing rooms and it is acces¬ 
sible for disabled people. 

“It has been a great project and it has basically seen 
a derelict canalside bargehouse transformed into a 
clubhouse. 

“We have about 150 members and we do all sorts of 
watersports including canoeing, kayaking, and 
slalom. ” 

An open day will be held on October 29 from 11.30am 
to celebrate the opening. County councillor David 
Lloyd is due to formally open the new clubhouse. 

Mr Seager added: “We will have demonstrations and 
all sorts of activities going on at the open day. 

“We will have a demonstration of canoe polo and 
Apache Canoes from the Wirral will be there to show 
off some of their boats. 

“It should be a great celebration.”

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Rescuers are praised 
for saving 2 walkers

A 10OMPH wind and biting cold almost 
claimed the lives of two walkers when 
they took a wrong turning in the moun¬ 
tains on the Shropshire/Welsh border 
on Sunday night. 

But thanks to a 999 call on a mobile phone and the 
skill and courage of rescue teams, Kerry Davies and 
her 78-year-old father Bill have lived to tell the tale. 

They, along with pet dog Beth, were whisked off 
the Berwyn Mountains near Oswestry by an RAF 
helicopter on Sunday night after a normal day’s 
ramble in the hills above Pistyll Rhaeadr went dis¬ 
astrously wrong. 

“I’ve never been so thankful for anything when I 
saw the lights of the helicopter coming towards us. 
I was so frightened and I honestly think we would¬ 
n’t have lasted the night if they hadn’t found us,” 
said Kerry. 

And Kerry, the finance director of a Telford com¬ 
pany said a huge ‘thank you’ to their rescuers and 
issued a warning to other ramblers not to leave any¬ 
thing to chance when setting off for a walk in the 
hills. 

A rescue force of more than 50 people, including 
volunteers from the North East Wales Search and 
Rescue Team, had been assembled at the cafe at 
Pistyll Rhaeadr after the alarm was raised. 

“I want to make a big donation to the volunteer 
search and rescue team, that depends on charity to 
keep going, but I shall also be writing to David 
Cameron this week to make sure he knows how vital 
it is to keep these rescue services going,” said Kerry. 

“With all the cuts going on, it’s absolutely essen¬ 
tial the RAF Search and Rescue units are kept up to 
strength and, I think, funding should be provided 
too for the mountain rescue teams across the coun¬ 
try. 

“We were well prepared for what was to be a five 
mile walk in good weather on Sunday, but I now 
realise you have to be prepared for any eventuality,” 
she said.

AN OSWESTRY man pushed 
another man over in a night¬ 
club and broke his wrist after 
seeing him kissing his ex-girl- 
friend.

CAMPAIGNING WOMEN 
gave their village’s mobile 
library van a big hug on Tues¬ 
day to show how much the 
service means to them. 

Members of Ruyton-XI-Towns 
Women’s Institute met at St John the 
Baptist Primary School to link arms 
around the van when it parked up out¬ 
side. 

The village WI say the library is an 
important service used by many peo¬ 
ple in the area and the demonstration 
was part of The National Federation of 
Women Institute’s campaign called 
Love Your Library. 

Dorothy Williams, 68, treasurer, 
said: “We care about issues in our area. 
The mobile library van is a valuable 
service. I know the school uses the 
facilities. We don’t have a library in 
the village only a fortnightly mobile 
van. There are people that care if 
Shropshire Council shuts down these 
facilities and living in the village we 
don’t want them to go.” 

The NFWI decided to run the cam¬ 
paign to encourage people to use their 
libraries and raise awareness of the 
threats nationally to its future. 

Sue Johnson, a spokesman for 
Shropshire WI, said: “It is a brilliant 
idea. We are all working towards a 
national campaign following our AGM 
in Liverpool earlier this year to sup¬ 
port local libraries.” 

Councillor Steve Charmley, cabinet 
member responsible for library ser¬ 
vices, said: “We are very pleased that 
the Women’s Institute has decided to 
help highlight the value and impor¬ 
tance of public libraries locally and 
nationally. 

“The WI’s comments about 
libraries playing a vital role in our 
communities are especially welcome, 
and it’s something that I am particu¬ 


larly passionate about myself. We are 
actively looking at ways of maintain¬ 
ing and possibly developing frontline 
services for customers, such as 
libraries, by sharing resources and 
premises. For instance, we are looking 


at creating some service hubs in mar¬ 
ket towns where people will be able to 
access a range of local services, and in 
some cases these hubs will be located 
in libraries where the trained library 
staff will be retained.” 


Shop move could create 12 jobs 


UP TO 12 jobs could be created in Oswestry if super¬ 
market plans to expand and relocate are given the green 
light.

The planning application shows the new store would 
also provide a parking area for 25 cars which would 
include disabled places.The new store would be created 
inside the existing car showroom building and the 
current glass front would be replaced with a new shop 


front, a sliding door and an ATM. 

Town Councillor Paul Milner said: “The application 
presents an opportunity for employment. 

“However my support will be conditional on the exten¬ 
sive consultation held with the immediate and sur¬ 
rounding community. 

“I think that they should be asked about it first. 

A spokesman for the Co-Operative said: “We can con¬ 
firm that we have put in an application to Shropshire 
Council to re-site our existing food store on Victoria Road 
to a larger site across the road to expand the range of 
goods we provide locally and improve the service we offer 
to customers.” 


Walkers 
boost to 
town’s 
tourism 

A GROUP SET up to 
help Oswestry become a 
walking hub that could 
help boost the economy 
and tourism in the area 
has been welcomed by 
councillors. 

The ‘Walkers are Wel¬ 
come’ status is given to 
towns and communities 
across Britain to help 
promote walking and 
now people want to try 
and secure the label for 
Oswestry. 

Earlier this month a 
new group was formed, 
including representa¬ 
tives from the tourism 
board and walking 
groups, to push plans 
forward to gain the sta¬ 
tus. 

Peter Dunhill, project 
officer for the Shrop¬ 
shire Way project, 
which is bringing a new 
series of footpaths to 
the area, believed the 
scheme would boast 
major benefits. 

This week councillors 
discussed the initiative 
at the Oswestry Town 
Council finance and 
general purposes com¬ 
mittee meeting. 

Councillor Steve 
Haworth said: “We are a 
walking area here. 

“We should celebrate 
that and develop it. It is 
good for tourism in the 
town.” 

Councillor Betty Gull 
said: “I think it should 
be re-branded ‘Walkers 
have always been Wel¬ 
come’.

A PLAN TO build a memorial to remember 
Oswestry men who served in some of 
Britain’s battles has been met with mixed 
feelings by town councillors. 

Researchers have found a number of men served their 
country in both the Napoleonic and Crimean Wars - but no 
memorial was ever installed in the town to mark their sac¬ 
rifice. 

Members of the Association of Friends of the Waterloo 
Committee wrote to town councillors outlining a memorial 
plan for a possible monument to soldiers who contributed to 
the British army of the 19th century. 

Paul Ridgley from the association said the call for the 
memorial has come after painstaking research uncovered 
Oswestry’s link to the historic wars. 

But no project costs have been indicated and councillors 
doubt whether they could fund it. They also felt more infor¬ 
mation was needed before they formed an official opinion. 

In a letter to the town council the association said not all 
men chosen for the memorial had died in action but had 
returned to live in and around Oswestry. 

Councillor Betty Gull said memorials should only be for 
the fallen. 

She said: “I don’t think it would be suitable to put a 
memorial up, particularly as the memorials in Oswestry are 
to those who have fallen. If you look at memorials they say 
they are fallen. I don’t think we can do this.” 


New grants 
for business 

BUSINESSES IN the 
Welshpool area looking to 
safeguard or increase their 
workforce will be able to 
take advantage of a new 
grant scheme set to be intro¬ 
duced. 

The Powys Administra¬ 
tion Group on Powys 
County Council announced 
that it has agreed to expand 
the existing Business Sup¬ 
port Grants Scheme by 
introducing a Business 
Expansion Grant Scheme. 


Councillor Steve Haworth 
said he felt it was a great way 
to show youngsters that wars 
have gone on for a long time.

Two allotment holders have 
been given notice this year. 

“In addition the council is 
currently in negotiation for 
the transfer of four allotment 
gardens at Fir Grove that will 
form a report to the amenities 
committee in the near 
future.” 

The report said the town 
council’s allotment task and 
finish group was looking at 
ways to reduce the waiting 
list.

WHAT CAN I EXPECT IF I BUY PADDOCK AT AUCTION? 


Q: We heard the paddock adjacent to our garden was going to be sold by auction. We contacted the agent to try and negotiate a sale beforehand but 
he would not agree. We have never bought anything at auction. Do we need to pre-register? How much is payable on the day if we are successful? Are 
additional costs involved? 

A: The particulars for the plot should give the main details for the auction, including any need to pre-register, although you can usually register on the 
night provided you have photographic ID and proof of address. A buyers pack should be available prior to the auction, containing the form of contract 
to which the sale would be subject, the seller's title to the land and also appropriate search results (usually footpath and commons searches where 
agricultural land is involved). 

The successful bidder may be required to pay the 'buyer's premium 1 (auctioneers and agents fees) in addition to the purchase monies. The contract may 
also stipulate that on completion the buyer bears the costs of the searches. The buyer's premium and a deposit of around 10% are usually payable on 
the night of the auction, so in addition to ID take your cheque book with you and also proof that sufficient money is in your account. 

If your bid is successful contracts will be exchanged on the night and completion is usually required within 28 days. Legal costs are usually lower as 
contracts have already been exchanged. As you are effectively buying 'as seen', few enquiries can be made post exchange. Your purchase must be 
registered on completion. Stamp Duty Land Tax is not payable on transactions under £125,000 but the transaction will be notifiable if it is over 
£40,000.00. A land registry fee will also be payable. Having a solicitor look over the sale pack before the auction may be helpful..

A CHURCH STEEPLE could prove an ‘inspir¬ 
ing’ answer to computer broadband problems 
in and around a rural village, 

If successful the project could be copied across the county. 

Internet users in Selattyn say they have little or no broad¬ 
band internet connection, causing problems for businesses, 
households and children doing their homework. 

Now the parish council is looking into the possibility of 
installing a receiver inside the parish church’s tower - the 
highest point in the village - to boost the broadband speed. 

Gobowen and Selattyn Parish Council is investigating the 
Hereford based, Allpay sytem, a rural broadband project that 
uses church steeples to speed up broadband speeds for busi¬ 
ness and domestic subscribers in the most remote locations. 

Shropshire has one of the worst broadband connections in 
Britain and, if successful the Selattyn project could become 
a model for other rural ‘not spots’. 

Retired clergyman, Reverend Mark Turner is a member of 
Gobowen and Selattyn parish council. 

“My internet is less that two mbps, incredibly slow,” he 
said. “It does cause problems, not only for residential users 
but particularly for the businesses that are based in the 
Selattyn area that really need higher speed broadband.” 

Shropshire Council has pledged that the whole of Shrop¬ 
shire will be able to receive 


broadband by the end of f 

2015. The county is one of LUU|stJs jP K 
the 26 worst areas in Britain 
for broadband access, with 
36 per cent of homes and 
businesses in the county 
with broadband less than 
2Mbps compared to a more 
lsual eight to 16 Mbps. 

Rev Turner said: “There 
are church spires in Here¬ 
ford being used to install the 
Allpay service and we are 
looking at whether we can 
do the same in Selattyn.” 

A spokesman for Shrop¬ 
shire Council said: “We’re 
one of the 26 worst areas in 
the country for broadband 
and we’re trying to fix that. 

We will be looking at vari¬ 
ous options to ensure that 
everyone has broadband 
access by the end of 2015.”

Land deal expands project 


A MAJOR riverside tourist attraction is set to 
be expanded after a deal was struck to hand 
over 10 acres of land to Llanfyllin Town Coun¬ 
cil. 

The Afon Cain Access Scheme project has 
already transformed the centre of Llanfyllin 
and councillors hope the additional land will 
help create further recreational and tourism 
opportunities. 

The scheme has already seen the creation of 
a wetland at the River Cain as well as a river¬ 
side walkway and a picnic and nature area. 

Thirty more car parking spaces have been 
created in the town and an innovative water 
system has been introduced to filter run-off 
from the car park into the river. 

The scheme was carried out to encourage 


visitors to stay longer in Llanfyllin and give 
their town’s businesses an economic boost. 

The project will now be expanded after 
landowners Simon and Maggie Baynes agreed 
to hand over 10 acres of land next to the site. 

The land has been given to the town coun¬ 
cil and a 20-year lease has been agreed. Mr 
Baynes, a Powys county councillor, said he 
and his wife had decided to make the land 
available after being impressed by the project. 

He said: “The work there on the wetlands 
has been very impressive and it has brought 
the community together. We bought the land 
about a year ago and we thought it would be a 
perfect opportunity to expand the project and 
create a recreational and amenity area for 
families and visitors.” 


Rallying call 
put out to 
wind farm 
protesters 

A RALLYING cry has been 
issued to protestors fighting 
plans to build wind turbines 
and pylons across the Shrop¬ 
shire and Mid Wales coun¬ 
tryside. 

Councillor Wynne Jones, 
Powys county councilor for 
Dolforwyn, said he feared 
some councillors believed 
that after a series of success¬ 
ful rallies and meetings it 
was a case of ‘job done’. 

But he believes the West¬ 
minster Government is com¬ 
mitted to its programme for 
renewable energy from wind 
farms and has urged fellow 
councillors and protestors to 
do all they can to fight the 
plans. 

National Grid wants to 
build hundreds of wind tur¬ 
bines and link them to the 
main electricity network 
with pylons. A substation 
will be built at Abermule or 
Cefn Coch, near Welshpool. 

Councillor Jones said: “At 
a meeting held by National 
Grid for county councillors 
at Welshpool last week, only 
eight attended. 

“I am concerned some 
think that the ‘job is done’ 
and they need not bother

LIBERAL DEMOCRAT cam¬ 
paigner Rob Harper has high¬ 
lighted the problem of a 
hazardous zebra crossing in 
Churchstoke.

THOUSANDS OF pounds will be 
spent to repair the pavilion at 
Oswestry’s showpiece public park. 

Town councillors have agreed 
£2,375 should be spent on repair¬ 
ing the pavilion tiles at Cae Glas 
Park after hearing some had 
become loose. 

A report from council officers 
said: “The tiled external floor at 
the pavilion has become unbonded 
from the base, due to frosts and 
water lying on the surface. 

“The tiles around the edges of 
the floor are now loose and bro¬ 
ken. The whole surface will only 
deteriorate further, and should 
really be repaired before winter to 
prevent any possible damage to 
the internal floor. 

“The manufacturers of the tiles 
have now ceased trading and as 
such the tiles are obsolete. 

“A similar tile has been sought 
which will contrast with the inter¬ 
nal tiles.” 

Councillors also supported 
plans to spend £356 on replacing 
rotten wooden cladding of the 
steel pillars at the pavilion. 

And £460 will be spent on 
repairing a wall at Cae Glas Park.

Oswestry Access Group will 
hold an awards ceremony at The 
Memorial Hall on November 8.

THE FIRST fingerpost signs 
have been installed in Oswes¬ 
try as part of a £22,000 project 
to help point tourists in the 
right direction. 

Town officials concerned 
that tourists are getting lost 
while wondering around the 
area have been working on a 
scheme for about five years 
to try and improve signs in 
the centre. 

In the past there had been 
reports that the previous 
ones, made in blue with silver 
writing, were not clear 
enough for people to see.

It 
has got to be about five or six 
years.

The 2011 event was 
cancelled because of a 
shortage of volunteers 
willing to step forward to 
run it.

Ammxtrrfj Offmrm on 
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Funds bring crossing 
campaign a step closer 


by Graham Breeze 


A CAMPAIGN to get a pedestrian crossing on a 
busy village road is a step nearer after a 
promise of funding. 

Villagers protested on the main road through Gobowen last 
year over the speed of traffic and lack of a crossing. 

They said elderly people, parents with pushchairs and those 
in wheelchairs were often too frightened to cross the road 
between the post office and the shops in Station Road. 

Now Shropshire Council has drawn up plans for a zebra 
crossing in Station Road and says it could be built early next 
year. The area’s local joint committee has agreed to grant 
£2,500 to the £20,000 cost of the crossing. 

Councillor David Lloyd, committee chairman, said people 
had been concerned about road safety for many years. 

“This is a very busy road and since the railway level cross¬ 
ing improvements were made motorists have been driving 
much faster through the village.”

“The project is under consideration for this year’s capital 
spend at Shropshire Council and the money from the local 
joint committee will now be ring fenced in order to complete 
the work in early 2012.” 

The crossing funding is the second major road safety initia¬ 
tive for the village to have taken a step forward in a matter of 
days. Road safety bosses have announced they are to site a 
speed camera on St Martins Road through Gobowen after a 
survey found nearly half of drivers ignored the 30mph limit. 

The mobile camera operated from a van on St Martins Road 
from Monday and will be operational for at least six months. 

Data will be collected during the six months to assess the 
impact of enforcement on speeds and driver behaviour. 

The new speed enforcement site is being run by the West 
Mercia Safer Roads Partnership.

FAMILIES IN the Welshpool area can 
take part in a fun competition and cut 
their fuel bills this winter, thanks to a 
new energy-saving project run by a 
charity. 

The Severn Wye Energy Agency charity is looking 
for groups of between five and 18 households to get 
together and form ‘Energy Neighbourhoods’. 

These neighbourhoods will then take part in a 
huge Europewide competition to see who can make 
the greatest energy savings. 

It is hoped the homes will make the energy savings 
by changing the way they do things around the 
house. 

The competition takes place between December 1 
and March 31, 2012 and involves households in the 
UK and 15 other European countries, from France 
to Estonia. 

Participants are given all the necessary informa¬ 
tion and guidance to help them cut their energy bills. 
They also get the chance to meet other families tak¬ 
ing part at community events during the project. 

The Severn Wye Energy Agency is now hoping 
householders in Powys will get in touch in a bid to 
represent Wales. 

Winning families in an earlier Energy Neighbour¬ 
hoods competition made energy savings of more 
than 17 per cent on their fuel bills compared to the 
same period the previous year. 

Households this time around are expected to save 
at least nine per cent on their bills. 

There is also a separate competition for individual 
households - the European Citizens Climate Cup. 

Families use the competition website to learn how 
to save energy in the home, track their household 
energy consumption and compare their energy sav¬ 
ings to other households. 

The home that makes the greatest energy savings 
wins £1,500 to spend on further energy-saving mea¬ 
sures.

CONSERVATIVE leaders have welcomed news that the Royal 
Shrewsbury Hospital will be designated a ‘Trauma Unit’, and 
that it will be confirmed as a centre for enhanced vascular 
surgery. 

Glyn Davies MP and Russell George AM met with the chairman and chief exec¬ 
utive of the Shrewsbury and Telford HS Hospital Trust last Friday. 

Under discussion were the services provided at Shrewsbury and Telford hospi¬ 
tals, upon which many Welshpool area residents depend. 

Both politicians remain 
disappointed that maternity 
and children’s services are 
going to be concentrated at 
Telford. 

Glyn Davies said: “It’s 
hugely encouraging that the 
Royal Shrewsbury Hospital 
has been designated as a 
Trauma Unit. 

“There was a real danger 
that this would not happen, 
and that the nearest trauma 
hospital for Mont¬ 
gomeryshire patients would 
be Birmingham. 

“I am also very pleased 
that an enhanced vascular 
screening programme is 
going to be available at 
Shrewsbury Hospital. 

“The specific new service 
will be known as the Abdom¬ 
inal Aortic Aneurism (AAA) 

Programme, and it will lead 
to many lives of those with 
heart disease being saved.” 

Russell George said: “I 
am disappointed that 
maternity and children’s 
services are to be concen¬ 
trated at Telford rather 
than Shrewsbury, but I do 
believe that our objections 
have delivered results in the 
form of an improved ambu¬ 
lance service and new ser¬ 
vices being placed at 
Shrewsbury.”

Food was prepared in 
unapproved premises

A WELSHPOOL businessman has 
been fined £2,500 and ordered to 
pay costs after admitting prepar¬ 
ing food in unapproved premises. 

Welshpool Magistrates heard how envi¬ 
ronmental health officers from Powys 
County Council found Mr John Langford 
using a food premises that had not been 
approved by the council for the production 
of cooked beef. 

Mr Langford admitted to cooking beef 
joints in an unapproved premises in 
Berriew, Welshpool in August 2010. The 
meat cooked in the premises was being sup¬ 
plied to another establishment at Oswestry 
Show where the meat was being sold to the 
public. 

Mr Langford pleaded guilty to selling 
meat products that had been prepared and 
handled in an establishment that Powys 
County Council had not approved.

In court, Mr Langford was fined a total of 
£2,500 and was ordered to pay costs of 
£1.150 and a victim surcharge of £15. 

Welcoming the verdict, Councillor 
Geraint Hopkins, Cabinet Member for pub¬ 
lic protection said: “This case highlights the 
requirements on food business operators to 
register their food businesses with the 
council, or where necessary apply for 
approval. 

“Approval is only granted to food manu¬ 
facturing establishments when food busi¬ 
ness operators can demonstrate that all 
risks are controlled and that strict require¬ 
ments have been met. 

“Operating a food business without 
approval could potentially present a signif¬ 
icant risk to health. 

“This particular case sends out a stark 
warning to all Food Business Operators of 
the penalty they may face if they intend to 
operate food premises without approval.”

Giant dairy 
plans come 
under the 
spotlight 

PLANNERS WILL vote on 
the controversial applica¬ 
tion for a super dairy at 
Leighton next Tuesday. 

Farmer Fraser Jones has 
resubmitted plans for the 
dairy following objections 
from the Environment 
Agency and local people. He 
plans to build one of the first 
such parlours in Wales for a 
herd of 1,000 cattle. 

The project was unveiled 
in August last year, and Mr 
Jones held a public meeting 
in the village following con¬ 
cerns from local residents, 
the village school and the 
Environment Agency. 

An action group was 
formed to highlight con¬ 
cerns about the visual 
impact, the potential noise 
and smell from the site, and 
the dairy’s proximity to 
Leighton primary school 
and homes. 

Mr Jones has also dis¬ 
puted concerns about wel¬ 
fare, saying his animals’ 
health will be monitored all 
the time, and he claimed the 
dairy would improve milk¬ 
ing conditions. 

Powys County Council’s 
planning committee is being 
recommended to refuse the 
application.

Massive drop in 
carrier bag usage 

THE INTRODUCTION of a 5p surcharge on single-use car¬ 
rier bags has resulted in an 80 per cent reduction in usage, 
according to Harry Tuffins at Churchstoke. 

The local family retailer claims that the introduction has 
been generally welcomed by customers who have also been 
told that all money from their bag charges will go directly to 
Hope House. 

Paul Delves, Managing Director of Tuffins, said: “In the 
run up to the law introduction, we were concerned that cus¬ 
tomers would be offended by the charge. 

“However, customers seem to understand the rationale 
and it is made easier when they realise the proceeds are 
donated to Hope House. 

“In the last two weeks we have seen a massive 80 per cent 
reduction in use of single use carrier bags throughout our 
Welsh stores.” 

About 350 million carrier bags are taken by Welsh shop¬ 
pers from supermarkets each year.

GOVERNORS AT a closure-threatened primary 
school near Oswestry have vowed to do all they can 
to keep it open. 

The governors at Llangedwyn Primary School 
said closing the school would have a “terrible effect” 
on the village. 

Powys County Council have started consultation 
on closing the village school as part of a shake-up of 
primary school education in the area. 

Governors met last week and agreed to fight the 
plans. 

They heard the earliest the council could close the 
school would be the summer term of 2013. 

Deborah Storey, chairman of the school gover¬ 
nors, said an action group would be meeting shortly 
to look at how to contest the closure plans. 

She said: “The action group will be made up of a 
cross section of the community. We will have repre¬ 
sentatives from the school, parents and members of 
Llangedwyn Community Council. 

“We will also have members of the community 
because we spoke about the terrible effect this 
would have on the village as a whole. 

“Powys has tried to close this school twice and 
they failed and we will try our best to make sure 
they fail again. 

“We will be working to publicise the school and 
show all the good things the school brings to the 
community and why it should not be lost.” 

A campaign to save the school has been launched 
on the internet social networking site, Facebook, 
which has already attracted more than 340 mem¬ 
bers.

A groundbreaking ceremony 
was held last Friday to mark the 
start of Coverage Care’s project 
to provide a modern 88 bed care 
home on Shrewsbury Road, 
replacing the company’s current 
Fairholme facility in Morda 
Road. 

All the current 60 staff and 40 res¬ 
idents will move to the new home in 
2013. 

The larger property will see the 


creation of 50 new jobs, Coverage 
Care chief executive David Coull 
said. 

He said the Morda Road premises 
had been upgraded in the 1990s, but 
the company wanted to provide a 
larger and upgraded home. 

Mr Coull said the Morda Road 
home opened in April 1963 and it was 
likely it would be closing almost 50 
years to the day it opened, when the 
new facility was ready in 2013. 

He thanked Shropshire Council for 
its “active support” in the project and 
stressed Coverage Care was a not- 


for-profit organisation. More than 50 
people attended the groundbreaking 
ceremony which was carried out by 
Shropshire Council leader, Council¬ 
lor Keith Barrow and Oswestry 
Mayor, Councillor Cynthia Hawk- 
sley. 

Several Oswestry Town Council 
members also attended the event as 
well as some of the residents from 
Fairholme. 

Councillor Barrow said: “I am 
absolutely delighted Coverage Care 
is making this investment in Oswes¬ 
try. 


“People who use this facility will 
have a terrific upgrade. This a fan¬ 
tastic facility for Oswestry and 
Shropshire.” 

He said it was appropriate Coun¬ 
cillor Bill Benyon was at the ground¬ 
breaking ceremony as he was the 
former landlord of the adjacent High¬ 
wayman pub. 

The new home is being built on a 
former football pitch and Councillor 
Benyon used to cut the grass there by 
hand, Councillor Barrow added. 

The new home will have 88 en- 
suite bedrooms, on floors with their 
own lounge and dining areas, sharing 
communal rooms and a private gar¬ 
den area to the rear of the building.

New recruit

POWYS COUNTY Council is looking for a new 
recruit to help maintain the standards of mem¬ 
bers of the council and local town and commu¬ 
nity councils.

TENANTS ON the Lake 
Vyrnwy estate could get the 
chance to buy their homes 
as part of a controversial 
plan, it has been revealed. 

And farmers on the 23,000 acre 
estate could be better off through 
involvement in environmentally 
friendly projects, it has been claimed. 

But residents say they still have 
“major concerns” about plans by 
estate owners Severn Trent to sell 
the lease for much of the land 
around the landmark lake to United 
Utilities and the RSPB. 

An open day was held in Llanwd¬ 
dyn last week to update the commu¬ 
nity about the land deal. 

United Utilities and the RSPB 
Cymru have been selected as Severn 
Trent’s preferred bidders for the 
agricultural land around the lake. 

It was announced that FIM Sus¬ 
tainable and Energy LP has been 
selected as the preferred bidder for 
the commercial woodland on the 
estate. Severn Trent’s property 
director Ted Pearce said the firm 
was still in talks about the future 
ownership of the homes and com¬ 
mercial buildings on the estate.

He said: “We are in talks with ten¬ 
ants about offering them the oppor¬ 
tunity to buy their homes. 

“If they can’t afford it, or don’t 
want to buy their home, their ten¬ 
ancies are protected by various acts 
of parliament. 

“Securing the long term future of 
the Vyrnwy estate has been our key 
objective throughout this process. 

“We believe that the preferred 
bidders have demonstrated and will 
continue to demonstrate their abil¬ 
ity to meet these objectives and will 


provide the best future for the site. 

“Our focus now is to provide a 
secure future for the residential 
properties on the estate.” 

Kate Snow from United Utilities 
said farmers on other estates the 
firm controlled were involved in 
agri-environmental projects which 
brought funding and investment. 

“We want to keep farmers farm¬ 
ing and see the land maintained in a 
successful and sustainable way,” 
she added. 

But resident Margaret Hughes

said many people still had worries 
about the plan. 

She said: “There is still so much 
uncertainty. We have various wor¬ 
ries about what will happen to the 
community in the future.” 

Severn Trent is now in a three- 
month consultation with the Coun¬ 
tryside Council for Wales over the 
details of the sale and the deal could 
be finalised in the early part of next 
year.

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Fascinating views of life on the hill 



What goes up must come down - that’s the 
first rule of Gungrog Hill, a cruelly steep res¬ 
idential street in Welshpool. 

Although it has to be said that on balance there is 
more evidence of people coming down. When folk 
want to go up, they tend to take the bus. 

Yes, on foot, it’s a fair old pull to the top, but well 
worth the climb as it offers some of the most stun¬ 
ning residential views of the valley below. 

Halfway up - or halfway down come to that mat¬ 
ter - lives Neil Hughes, a retired police officer, who 
has called Gungrog Hill home for 30-odd years and 
loves life at this angle. Looking out of his window, 
he says: “Look at that view - you’ve got a view of the 
valley and of Long Mountain. It’s a poor old day at 
the moment but when the sun is shining it is beau¬ 
tiful. Not bad, is it? It’s a lovely area and we know 
everyone. People are always on hand if you need 
help,” says Neil. These days what keeps Neil busy 
are his geraniums. Indeed, it turns out that Neil and 
his green fingers can work their horticultural magic 
to bring back flowers from death’s door. 

“We go up to this plant centre for rescue plants,” 
he continues. “They might look a bit poorly, but 
with tender loving care . . . well, you see what you 
see - they aren’t bad, are they?” 

He remembers fondly his job as a bobby which he 
left in 1990 and spent the next 14 years “visiting car 
parks” for the council. “It was a nice little job, going 
round making sure the cars had the tickets.” 

Still, he still gets plenty of exercise living on a 
street as steep as his. I later bump into Neil again,

going down the hill. You roll down the hill and use 
the town bus back if you get out of puff,” he adds. 
“And we know everybody on the bus, it’s quite a 
hoot.” 

Horticulture is something of a theme on Gungrog 
Hill. Must be something to do with the air and the 
‘microclimate’ up here in the gods, but the gardens 
round these parts are blooming stunning.

trees. Simon, who owns and runs SJLM tree and 
hedge trimming, jokingly says there is something 
he would like to see more of. 

“Trees! I would like people to have more trees. 
Suggest more trees” he says. “I think people are 
moving more towards low maintenance gardens 
and they do seem to be cutting down on trees, but 
perhaps it’s because they want the views here . . . 
which Eire stunning.” 

Does living on such as steep climb present prob¬ 
lems in winter? Gradients and gravity are fine up to 
a point, but add a touch of ice and snow ... 

“It’s okay in winter because they grit the road,” 
says Simon.

WHEN GINA Edwards couldn’t find any pick 
and mix sweets for her children she decided to 
take matters into her own hands and start up 
her own business in Oswestry. 

Sweet making runs in the family and her uncle hand makes 
mouth-watering traditional sweets including rhubarb and 
custard and strawberry and creams. So, when the 25-year-old 
told her family she wanted to start selling the treats they 
thought it was a great idea. 

The mother of two started looking around for premises in 
Oswestry. When she discovered a shop in the town centre that 
used to sell sweets in the 1900s she felt that she would have 
to take up the shop and give the venture a try - despite hav¬ 
ing two children under the age of five. 

In April this year she opened the doors to her new business 
T and M’s The Old Sweet Shop, in Lower Brook Street, and 
believes it has already been a big hit with customers. 

She said: “I used to go into Oswestry quite a lot with my lit¬ 
tle girl and there weren’t any sweet shops where she could 
pick and choose what she wanted. 

“I thought, wouldn’t it be really nice to have something old 
and traditional. I looked around and found the shop I am in 
now.” 

Mrs Edwards said running the business hasn’t been easy 
and is a lot of hard work because she also makes all her own 
fudge, chocolate and toffee to sell. 

She said: “Running the shop is hard work with two young 
children and it can be a struggle at times. It can be hard but I 
manage. You have got to be motivated. You have to get up 
every day to look after the children. 

“I didn’t want to leave my little one behind in nursery so I 
thought I would bring him with me into the shop. Because he 
is a toddler, I have to keep an eye on him as well as getting on 
with the shop work. 

“A lot of people put their hands up to me, because they say 
they couldn’t run a business and look after children at the 
same time. They say it is amazing. 

“It would be lovely one day for my son to take over the shop 
and run it himself. ” 

Mrs Edwards said she has always been a motivated person 
and used to work as a cook. She was also the landlady at the 
Halfway House Inn for four years but stopped when she had 
children.

She said: “They grow up so fast. If I wasn’t there for them 
I would have missed their first words and first steps.” 

Mrs Edward’s store is kitted out like a sweetie shop from 
bygone years and has proved a hit with customers young and 
old. She said she gets people in their 80s and 90s to buy their 
favourite treat and reminisce about old times. 

She said: “I really enjoy it. I am a people person and I like to 
talk to all the customers. 

“I think if people have a good idea they should go ahead with 
it. But do something that involves the children because they 
grow up so fast. 

“I want to say to other mums, if I can do it so can they.”

WILD SIDE 

with 

Ben Waddams 


AS the sun rose in the sky, we 
supposed it was going to be a 
hot one. In truth we did not 
need to suppose anything - 
the Californian summer was 
in full swing and it had been 
nothing but blue skies and 
sun for many weeks now. 

I was trekking with my friend Rich 
in the Mount Diabalo State Park just 
east of San Francisco. 

The park is famous for its beautiful 
scenery, made up as it is from rolling 
hills, sharp cliff bluffs and river-cut 
valleys. 

Today, however, we were not looking 
for stunning views but for celebrities. 
California has its fair share in its colos¬ 
sal cites, but we had chosen to look for 
ours in the park.

We knew there was one up there 
somewhere. 

A narrow track wound through the 
golden grasses and stubby oaks. 

A large log lay just to one side, 
already hot in the baking sun but, we 
knew, sheltering an attractively cool 
spot beneath. 

I pushed it over and there she was .. 

Like me, I’m sure you can’t stand the 
word ‘celebrity’ either, however, it 
does serve a purpose in the written 
form. 

A celebrity is someone well known to 
the larger public and whether or not 
his or her exploits are worthy of the 
praise, attention and money heaped

In the last couple of weeks I’ve found 
myself in the company of a few ‘celebs’ 
and it’s been a pleasure talking to 
them.

It was a rattlesnake. I had never seen 
a rattlesnake before and although I 
knew we would more than likely find 
one, I still was not ready for this meet¬ 
ing.

surely the most iconic of all snake 
species and one that I had held in my 
hiking dreams and fantasies for years, 
was almost too much. 

I simply uttered the word ‘ssssnake! ’ 
and was made up for the rest of the day. 

In truth it was only a small ‘rattler’ 
but it was still one of the most awesome 
animals I had ever seen. 

Back home in the UK, October is the 
most ‘awesome’ time for our wildlife. 

The two battle-ready species are 
ready to do war with the other mem¬ 
bers of their species - red deer stags 
and salmon. 

There are places to go to see these 
creatures: Cannock Chase and the weir 
in Shrewsbury respectively. 

When you see them they’re worth 
thanking your lucky-stars for - if you 
can get the words out that is!

Market facelift under way 


REVAMPING facilities at Oswestry’s 
market hall could help to encourage 
more people to shop in the town, a 
Shropshire councillor says. 

Ambitious plans to give Oswestry’s

The prize was £50,000 to be given in 
kind - the estimated cost of the advice 
from designer Sir Terence Conran and 
materials. 

Today David Preston, Oswestry 
Town Council clerk, said the ladies, 
gents and disabled toilets were now 
open for use. 

He added that My Deco had only sup¬ 
plied them with paint for the project. 

Work is now continuing with the 
next stages of the hall’s facelift which 
includes the revamp will be working 
on improvements to the lighting in the 
building. The installation of a lift 
and work on store units are still to be 
completed and there is also ongoing 


painting and decorating. 

Mr Preston said: “The work is on 
going and as soon as the facilities are 
available they are made available to 
the public. 

“We have already received some 
good comments about the visual 
improvements taking place.” 

It is hoped that the work would be 
fully finished by the end of the year. 

A spokesman for My Deco said the 
company had offered the town council 
a number of items “above and over” 
the competition prize including finding 
discounts on furniture and sourcing 
materials for the indoor sales. 

“The competition prize was for a 
new design and over and above the 
competition prize we agreed to help 
source materials. 

“The town council chose not to take 
up the other offers.”

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World Cup winner's stay 
key to reaching his goal 


He was short, he had a trade¬ 
mark squeaky voice, and he 
was a key part of England’s 
greatest footballing achieve¬ 
ment. 

His name was Alan Ball - and he 
honed his footballing talents in Oswes¬ 
try. 

When England achieved glory by vic¬ 
tory in the 1966 World Cup at Wembley, 
5ft 6ins tall Ball was the youngest in the 
team, the human dynamo at the heart of 
the success, running his guts out for 90 
minutes and the extra time that fol¬ 
lowed. 

So who was this red-haired lad who 
was once known as ‘England’s Denis 
Law’? 

Oswestry-born Barrie Williams was a 
school pal who would have kickabouts 
with the youngster, who despite his 
stature was already head and shoulders 
above his peers in the talent stakes. 

“I went to what used to be called the 
National School on Welsh Walls. Alan 
Ball joined the school in the last couple 
of years before we took the 11-plus.

Alan’s dad kept the King’s Head pub in 
Oswestry and was player-manager of 
Oswestry Town Football Club,” recalls 
Barrie, who went on to become a 
regional newspaper editor, and now 
lives in retirement in Cornwall. 

“Alan and I became firm friends and 
went to grammar school together and 
when Alan was playing in our school 
team we literally won every game by a 
cricket score, and when he left to go back 
to Lancashire we lost every game. It was 
the original one-man team. 

“After school I would go round to his 
dad’s pub yard and have impromptu 
training sessions around the beer crates, 
or if we weren’t there we would be at my 
home in Coppice Drive. We painted a 
heading target on the shed door. 

“My dad Stan, who played for Oswes¬ 
try as a goalkeeper, would watch and 
every time we hit the target he would 
shout: ‘Just like Tommy Lawton!’ ” 

Alan Ball’s dad was also called Alan, 
and he was appointed as successor to 


George Antonio as player-manager of 
Oswestry Town in June 1954. 

Alan Snr. had been a player with the 
club for the previous two seasons, hav¬ 
ing previously had league experience 
with Birmingham City, Southport, and 
Oldham Athletic. 

Son Alan was born in 1945 and lived 
in Shropshire from the age of nine, 
attending Oswestry National CofE 
School and Oswestry Boys’ High School 
until he was 15, becoming the youngest 
player to represent the school side. 

Later he went on to play for Blackpool. 

Speaking in February 1965, as he was 
training with the England World Cup 
squad, Ball credited his success to his 
dad and his Shropshire stay. “When my 
father was player-manager of Oswestry 
Town I used to train and play with the 
team twice a week and follow them to 
every game. I owe my success to my 
father and that stay at Oswestry,” he 
said. Ball had a footballing career span¬ 
ning 22 years. He died in 2007.

The new XF 2200 is a different kettle 
of fish. There’s no clue it’s a cheaper 
car on the outside or in the interior, 
and it drives as you would expect of a 
premium car - powerful, smooth and 
quiet. 

In fact, I’m told, the electronically 
controlled, eight-speed automatic 
gearbox has been retuned to 
match the four-pot engine’s char¬ 
acteristics so well that cruising in 
top gear on the motorway requires 
just 1,300rpm so it’s even quieter 
than the V6. 

Before driving the car, I thought 
perhaps the eight gears were over¬ 
egging the pudding rather. 

In fact it works very well - on accel¬ 
eration it works like the close ratio 
box of a sports model. In gentler 
driving conditions, the changes 
occur over so narrow a rev range 
that they’re virtually undetectable - 
super smooth. 

Oh, and you can manage the 
changes yourself with ‘flappy pad¬ 
dles’ behind the steering wheel for 
a more press-on form of driving or 
to use engine braking for downhill 
speed control. 

I drove the Premium Luxury ver¬ 
sion (number three of four model 
grades) which, with a number of 



extras fitted, came 
out at £37,950. 

Just to sink into the 
big, soft leather seats 
(electrically 
adjustable of course) 
amidst the shiny 
chrome and walnut 
burr trim tells you 
what this car is about. 
It’s comfortable, 
relaxing, and you’re in 
control. 

Frugal 

Even in tight parking 
spots, it doesn’t feel a 
big car to drive, 
thanks to its ser- 
votronic steering, but 
in spite of the sweep¬ 
ing, almost coupe¬ 
like roof line, you 
realise how big the XF 
is when you transfer 
to the first class 
lounge in the back.

DS5 is just so quirky 


Citroen’s ‘premium’ line up is now com¬ 
plete with the arrival of the DS5, and just 
like the DS3 and DS4, it’s quite the atten¬ 
tion-grabber. 

One thing the DS trio all have going for them is 
that they’re very distinctive. The DS5 couldn’t be 
mistaken for anything else, and for some people 
that’s a selling point in itself. 

It’s a strange-looking beast, which from some 
angles looks absolutely stunning and from others 
doesn’t look right at all. 

But that’s easily brushed off in acknowledge¬ 
ment of it being a big, quirky French car. 

So quirky, in fact, that half the switches that 
should be on the centre console or the doors are 
on the roof, for that genuine ‘cockpit’ feel. 

It’s actually a really well-designed layout in the 
main, once you’ve learned what all the symbols 
on the buttons mean. 

The upholstery style is new, and looks fantas¬ 
tic. Citroen has gone to town on making the DS5 
stand out in as many ways as possible, and the 


seats are a prime example of a job well done. 
There’s decent legroom in the back, but the car 
isn’t as big on the inside as you might think, so 
three adults would be a bit cramped on the rear 
60/40 split bench seat. 

Boot space varies according to model choice. 
There’s more room in the diesel and petrol mod¬ 
els than there is in the hybrid version. The latter 
takes a hit because of the batteries and motor 
under the boot floor. 

Three trim levels will be on offer to begin with, 
and current Citroen owners might be familiar 
with the DSign, DStyle and DSport labels. 

One point worth highlighting is that while the 
test cars’ distinctive 19-inch wheels looked great, 
the standard sets on some models are as small as 
16-inch, which spoils the car’s dramatic looks. 

The build quality is outstanding, though. The 
leather quality is remarkable, the dashboard 
materials all look and feel very upmarket, and I 
didn’t touch one thing during my time with the 
car that felt like it had been built down to a price. 
Impressive stuff. Not only that, but Citroen is 


planning Maybach-style DS-specific showrooms, 
with special configuration ‘salons’ for buyers to 
touch and see all the different trim options and 
colours. That’s going above and beyond the norm, 
and should be a major pull for buyers. 

At launch the DS5 will be available with five 
powerplants and a choice of manual or automatic 
gearboxes. 

The excellent e-HDi 110 and HDi 160 diesels, 
which should make up the vast majority of sales, 
are joined by THP 155 and THP 200 petrol 
engines. 

The 200 is actually more fuel-efficient and 
costs less to tax than the 155, so drivers in the 
anticipated 5 per cent who’ll choose a petrol DS5 
should think carefully. 

The fifth power option is the Hybrid4 system 
that has already debuted in the Peugeot 3008. 

Combining the HDi 160 diesel engine driving 
the front wheels with an electric motor driving 
the rears, it’s designed to give impressive fuel 
economy gains over and above a normal diesel 
model. 

There’s a dedicated driving mode for zero- 
emission urban driving, using the electric motor 
only. 

In the real world, the DS5 is heavy enough to 
make it difficult to keep on the motor alone using 
the default ‘Auto’ driving mode, so it’s good to 
keep the electric-only ZEV (zero-emissions vehi¬ 
cle) mode activated in town as much as possible. 

What’s really striking about the DS5 is just 
how easy it is to get on with, whether it’s in town 
or on a mountain pass. 

It’s an incredibly friendly, forgiving driving 
experience that’s very easy to gel with straight off 
the bat, and with huge reserves of grip, it’s also 
an accomplished performer on the twisty bits. 

Where I have reservations about its drive is the 
ride quality. 

On largely smooth Cote D’Azur roads the DS5 
was well controlled, stable and stayed relatively 
flat around corners. 

But on the odd rough patch, more typical of UK 
roads, it did seem to have a lot of suspension noise 
and jolts through the cabin. 

Time, and a domestic test, will tell whether it’s 
an issue. 

On the whole, though, the DS5 is a very encour-

aging prospect. It’s likely to offer a lot of 
ownership satisfaction, and it’s definitely 
a stylish alternative to premium German 
cars.

Buoyant Saints to keen 
get that Friday feeling 


THE New Saints look to steal a march 
on their title rivals by going six 
points clear at the top of the Welsh 
Premier when they head to 
Prestatyn tomorrow night. 

After last week’s 3-2 success over 
Port Talbot, the Saints are in good 
shape and can tighten their grip at 
the summit shoidd they prevail at 
Bastion Road with fellow challengers 
Llanelli, Bangor City and Neath all 
playing later in the weekend. 

Last season’s runners-up are 
unbeaten since the second game of 
the season, with nine wins and a 
draw in their last 10 outings, but will 
be wary of a Prestatyn side who are 
pushing for a top six place. 

The sides have met four times at 
the venue in the past, with the Saints 
winning three and drawing once, but 
director of football Mike Davies is 
anticipating a tough trip to the Sea¬ 
side. 

“We’ve got a good record there, we 
won one and drew the other last sea¬ 
son, but it is always a tough place to 
go and Friday will be no different," he 
said. 

“But we're playing well, feeling 
confident and there is a great belief 
in the squad. Last week's perfor¬ 
mance for the first half hour was the 
best we've played. 


“We now want to keep playing the 
way we have been, and to go six 
points clear at the top is a great car¬ 
rot for the lads." 

Despite wasting so many chances 
against Port Talbot last week, Davies 
is not too concerned ahead of tomor¬ 
row's trip. 

“I think 3-2 wasn’t a true reflection 
of the game as we had so many 
chances,” he said. 

“We made it a lot closer than it 
should have been, but it was just one 
of those days. When we have needed 
to be this season we have been clini¬ 
cal.” 

The return of top scorer Matty Will¬ 
iams tomorrow should boost their 
cause in front of goal, with the front 
runner missing last weekend's action 
after picking up a knock. 

Davies, meanwhile, believes his 
side are now better equipped to 
regain the title they lost to Bangor 
last season. 

“The success we had in Europe 
affected us last season, there was a 
hangover, and it wasn’t until now 
that we really got going,” he said. 

“With Bangor going so well we 
were always playing catch up but, 
compared to last season, we’re in a 
much better position and I believe we 
can only get better and fitter.”

FIT-AGAIN Matt Shields 
took Morda United into the 
semi-finals of the Powell 
Cup with the decisive strike 
in the 1-0 extra time win 
over Wem.

“We were the better side 
during the game, and we 
should have won in the 90 
minutes had it not been for 
some poor finishing and 
some poor decision mak¬ 
ing.” 

Dan Graham and Mike 
Lloyd had golden chances, 
Graham also appeared to be 
tripped in the box, but 
Shields settled it with his 
strike in extra time. 

The result was a major 
coup for Rogers’ side with 
Wem plying their trade two 
divisions higher than Morda 
in the West Midland league 
division one.
